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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: allowance of 
claims 1-14, 29, and 31-35 is indicated because the prior art of record does not show or 
fairly suggest a combination of a compact smoking oven and food support means, 
wherein the oven comprises a housing having wall portions whereby smoke enters a 
space between the wall portions and exits the space through openings of an inner wall 
portion into an interior of the inner wall portion (as recited in claims 1, 5, 9, and 10-14), 
cooling means, located in an upper compartment separated from the interior by an 
upper wall, for directing cooling air to cool the upper wall as recited in claim 1 , the food 
supporting means as recited in claim 5, a hollow door provided with cooling means as 
recited in claim 9, rotatable discs having hooks as recited in claim 10, a flame distributor 
as recited in claim 1 1, a removable food supporting means as recited in claim 12, food 
supporting means including at least one grate as recited in claim 13, food supporting 
means connected to a door in a manner as recited in claim 14, a rotatable food support 
having at least one rotatable disc being detachably connected to at least one rod for 
supporting food product in a manner recited in claim 29, a rotatable food support having 
at least one grate being rotatably mounted on a rod between two rotatable discs in a 
manner recited in claim 32, a rotatable food support having a rotatable rod being 
inserted into a rotatable grate along a central line of the grate in a manner recited in 
claim 33.
